THE HOUSE. 
ö IRISH AGAIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trizuna 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 14.—Notwith- 
standing the pressure of public business on 
the calendar, the House of Representatives 
gave nearly the whole day to an aimless, in- 
consequential, and useless discussion, which 
reflected no credit upon any one engaged in 
it. For a large part of the time the utmost 
confusion prevailed, and the Speaker 
showed little ability or disposition to quell it. 
Prominent members who ought to be 
ashamed of such things gave free rein to 
their tongues, and used language more like 
that of the common blackguard than like 
that ot the representative of the American 
people. Two weeks ago the House 
adopted a general regolution requesting the 
President to make inquiries and ascertain 
vernment of Great Britain the 
to the~alleged tmprisonment 
of naturalized American citizens on account 
of their connection, real or supposed, with 
the Irish disturbances. This resolution cov- 
ered the whole ground, and nothing more 
was needed to be done. 
THIS MORNING, 
therefore, Mr. Orth reported back? from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs advarsely two 
resolutions, the first one of which had been 
offered by Congressman Robinson, of New 
York, an Lrish-American citizen, imstruct- 
ing the Attorney-General to give a 
legal opinion on a purely hypothetical 
question, and this was promptly tabled, 
although more than 100 Representatives, 
mostly Democrats, voted forit. The other 
resolution was one relating to the case of D. 
H. O’Connor, whois said to be now impris- 
oned in a British jail. Mr. O’Connor’s case, 
of course, was included in the geperal reso- 
lution adopted two weeks ago. Mr. Orth, 
therefore, moved that the resolution be laid 
on the table, and this motion was defeated by 
a small majority. 
MR. ROBINSON 
then obtained the floor, and for an hour al- 
ternately entertained and disgusted the 
House by a speech chiefly made up of bitter 
personal attacks and allusions to Mr. Robe- 
son and other Republican members. Mr. 
Robinson aiso took the press to task because, 
as he said, it had misrepresented him and 
belittied his cause. Very much of his lan- 
guage was unpariiamentary, not to say in- 
decent. For a sample, referring to the criti- 
cisms of the press upon him, Mr. Robinson 
said it appeared to be inspired of the min- 
gled filth and ferocity of 
THE BLOODHOUND AND THE POLECAT’; 
and, speaking of Mr. Robeson, he declared: 
“| was his teacher when he was a boy, and 
not a bright boy at that.“ During the tirade 
of Robinson, Robeson, who at first seemed 
to enjoy the allusions to him, became angry, 
and when he rose to reply it was evident his 
temper had got the better of his judgment. 
He began by saying he was not ashamed of 
being the target for every crank in the 
House. He expected the censure of fools 
and the vituperation of demagogs. Growing 
more excited he exclaimed: “I never sat 
down on the gentleman from New York. 
I WOULD NOT DO 8UCH A THING. 
I know that his wind came withoutj press- 
ure.“ He then went on to say, in parlia- 
mentary phrase, that Mr. Robinson was 
“either a fool oraliar.” In the course of 
his remarks Mr. Robinson had said that 
among the letters he had lately received ap- 
piauding his course and sharply criticising 
that of Mr. Robeson were several from Mr. 
Robeson’s own district, and, should that gen- 
tleman be a candidate for reélection, he 


i would have occasion to rue his illiberal 


course in the House. Mr. Robeson evidently 
felt this, and, immediately after accusing Mr. 
Robinson of being a demagog, he con- 
tinued: I profess to be 
A FRIEND OF IRISHMEN. 

I was born with Irish blood myself, and in 
the old Revolution my ancestor fought 
Britain from Bunker Hill to Yorktown.” 
Mr. Robeson concluded his speech amidst 
great disorder, nearly half of the members 
being on their feet and a dozen loudly claim- 
ing recognition at the same time. Mr. Ran- 
dall and Sunset Cox were particularly 
demonstrative in their attacks upon Mr. 
Robeson, and finally upon the Speaker him- 
self. The confusion every moment increased 
as the Speaker became involved in a contro- 
versy with Cox and Randall, and for a time 
it seemed as though 
THE HOUSE WAS UTTERLY BEYOND CONTROL. 

At this point it came out that Mr. Orth 
had reported the resolution to the House 
without the direct authority of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs, and, under these cir- 
cumstances, he indicated a willingness to 
move that it be recommitted to the commit- 
tee. This was done. with instructions to the

THE SENATE. 
EDMUNDS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurneron, D. C., Feb. 14.—The Senate 
committees have perfected an unusually large 
amount of business, but so much time thus 
far has been taken up by what are called “set 
speeches that it has been useless to report 
measures for consideration. Today, when 
Mr. Edmunds was anxious to have the Anti- 
Polygamy bill (which he had reported from 
the Committee on the Judiciary) taken up 
and considered, he failed, although he in- 
formed the Senate that he should be absent 
some days after Thursday. The Sena- 
ators were more reluctant to accommo 
date Edmunds, inasmuch as he has 
just been absent attending a law 
ease. The Senate considered the business 
on its calendar under the Anthony rule until 
half-past 1 o’clock, when Mr. Slater, of 
Oregon, took the floor and made a long 
speech on the navigation of the Columbia 
River, doubtlegg a matter of vital importance 
to his consti ts, but no one in the Senate 


and cited many instances in favor of it; sec- 
ond, that the testimony and records prove 
that Mr. Cannon is a duly naturalized citizen 
of the United States, and as such is eligible 
to a geat in Congress; third, that only the 
gualificatons prescribed by the Constitution 
for a Representative in Con ean be re- 
quired by the Honse in the case of a Dele- 
gate from a Territory. At a special meeting 
of the committee this evening, 

M’BRIDE, COUNSEL FOR CAMPBELL, 
who holds Gov. Murray’s certificate, de 
livered an elaborate argumentto prove that 
Cannon is ineligible because he is an alien, 
and that the ground that none except consti- 
tutional qualifications can be required in 
case of a Delegate from a Territory is un- 
tenable, and that it is competent for the 
House to exclude a Delegate fer polygamy, 
or what it may regard as any other sufficient 
reason. There is good reason to believe that 
a majority of the committee have about 
reached the conclusion that, admitting Mr. 
Cannon to be a citizen, the House has still a 
right, by a majority vote, to exclude him be- 
cause he is a polygamist. 

NIGHT SESSION. 

The House Elections Committee had a 
special session tonight to hear further argu- 
ment in the Utah contested election case, 
Pagne,counsel for Mormon Cannon, fintshed 
his argument on these two 


that Cannon was legally naturalized. To 
night McBride, counsel for Campbell, made 
his argument. He-regretted he could not 
join issue upon either one of those points. 
He was guided by the pleadings. His argu- 
ment was this: That on Jan. 20, 1881, 
Cannon served notice of contest on 
Campbell, alleging that he had received a 
large majority of the votes legally cast. On 
March 1, 1881, Campbell served notice on 
Cannon as a reply, and denying that Cannon 
had received a majority of the votes legally 
east. Campbell took his testimony and took 
evidence showing that a large portion of Can- 
non’s vote was illegally cast. Cannon came 
to Washington and 

PERSUADED THE HOLDING-OVER CLERK 
in the old House to put him on the roll as a 
Delegate. By this Cannon supposed he 
had shifted the relative positions of 
Campbell and himself as contestants, and 
he allowed the forty days to en- 
pire without taking any § testimony 
to support his election. lle argued that 
there is nothing in the law that even author- 
izes the Governor to have any right to revise 
the returns sent to the Secretary. The Sec- 
retary has no authority over them; neither 
has the Governor. The Secretary cannot 
count or canvass the returns of the election 
for Delegate, nor give any certificate of 
election, and yet the contestant pretends to 
bring here, 

NOT THE RETURNS THEMSELVES, 
which may be deposited in the Secretary’s 
office, not even the votes as received, 
which he has no right to touch, 
but a “summary [to use his own 
language] of those returns, and make 
this utterly unauthorized and unoflicial, vol- 
untary, and impertinent paper evidence of 
the election. Itis not even pretended that 
there is an original of this document left in 
the office. Itis the deliberate manufacture 
of the Secretary himself, without the pre- 
tense of authority or right on his part to do 
it. On these grounds he asked that the case 
be decided against Cannon, and that it be 
dismissed, the committee really did dis- 
miss the Louisiana case of Lanier vs. King. 

MR. WILLITS 

reported from the Judiciary Committee to- 
day a bill which is designed to prevent any 
polygamist from holding any office of profit 
or trust in any Territory of the United States, 
including the office of Delegate to Congress. 
The bill makes wives witnesses in all cases 
arising under its provisions. 

Cannon made a long argument before the 
Judiciary Committee in favor of an amend- 
ment to include also persons living in open 
adultery. The committee unanimously de- 
cided that such an amendment was not ger- 
mane to the purposes of the measure under 
consideration, but it is understood that some 
of Mr. Cannon’s Democratic friends in the 
House propose to offer and press a similar 
amendment when the bill reported today 
shall come up for consideration. 

ACCOMPANYING WILLITS’ BILL 
is a report of the committee, which declares 
that no person shall, under authority of Con- 
gress, hold office who violates a statute that 
is justified and demanded by the positive 
sentiment of civilization. In conciusion, the 
report says: “It matters not, in our judg- 
ment, that this violation is excused or de- 
fended under the cuise of religion. Your 
committee recognize the fact that this. bill 
falls far short of what the country justly de-

It pre- 
scribes the method of affixing the stamps, 
and imposes a penalty for non-conipliance 
with the provisions of the bill. Bottlers of 
weiss beer not brewers are inhibited from 
packing in boxes similar to those of the 
brewers.. The rate of tax on weiss beer is 
fixed by the bill at three cents per gallon, 
without any allowance or deduction what- 
ever. 

SETTLERS’ HOMESTEADS. 

The Senate Committee on Public Lands 
discussed at length the resolution to instruct 
the Attorney-General to defend the titles 
of the Western homesteads which are claimed 
by railroad companies to have been included 
in land grants to them. This resolution in- 
volves directly the lands included in the re- 
cent decision of Judge Miller, at Omaha, but 
indirectly it touches the titles of many other 
homesteads. The question is, whether en- 
tries made upon the land ineluded in railroad 
grants before that land was formally and 
finally withdrawn by Government use are 
good or not. Senator Piumb, of Kansas, 
stated that he knew at least 500 cases where 
this question entered into title, and that there 
were hundreds of other cases. The commit- 
tee did not come to any conclusion. 

THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 

The House Judiciary Committee took the 
first step today towards considermg the 
Bankruptcy bill by referring it to a sub-com- 
mittee consisting of Humphreys, McCord, 
and Manning. 

LETTER-CARRIERS. 

The House Committee on Post-Offices and 
Post-Roads agreed to report favorably Bing- 
ham's bill increasing the pay of auxiliary 
lett®r-carriers from $400 to $600, and provid- 
ing for the subsequent advance upon promo- 
tion to $800 and $1,000. The regular carriers 
are to come from this class, hew men serving 
first as auxiliaries.

SAND AND WATER USED IN LARGE QUANTI-

Mr. Smith (Bourbon) said: “I expect to vote 
against it. So far as lam concerned, the state- 
ment made by the Senator is not true.“ 

Mr. Riddleberger—“ I just catch the words, 
‘so far ashe is concerned the statement is not 
true.’ It is proper that I repeat the statement, 
and give the Senator an opportunity to polish 
his words. I did not undertake to say the op- 
position proceeded from Senators, but the op- 
position here proceeded from monopoly and 
corporation peddlers. I ask if you are prepared 
to polish your words.“ 

Mr. Smith—“ I generally stand by any state- 
ment I make. H the Senator's remarks had no 
application to me, then what I said bas no ap- 
plication to him.“ 

Mr. HRiddieberrer—“ His remarks, so far as I 
am concerned, can stand. I can rest upon it if 
he chooses to apply to himself the language 
which charavterized the opposition as charter 
peddiers.”’

It was 
claimed that the committee had no jurisdic- 
tion as to the polygamy charge; that Cannon 
had been properly naturalized; and that only 
the qualifications necessary for a Representa- 
tive could be required in ease of a Delegate. 
Counsel for Campbell, the Gentile who holds 
Gov. Murray’s certificate of election, and is 
therefore prima facie entitled to the seat, de- 
nied all three propositions. The belief is that 
even if it ean be shown that Cannon is a cit- 
izen (of which there are grave doubts) the 
House, being the sole judge as to the qualifi- 
cations, can exclude him because he is a po- 


lygamist. 


Anovt 1,000 of the painters, carpenters, 
plumbers, and other mechanics employed at 
Pullman struck yesterday. They complain 
that they have been compeiled to work short 
time, and that the system under which they 
are paid only once a month works a hard- 
ship to them. Heretofore they have been 
carried to and from their work free, at acost 
to the Pullman Company, as is stated, of 
$8,000 per month, but yesterday they were 
called on to buy tickets costing 10 cents for 
the round trip between Pullman and Chicago, 
This, it is said, is only half the cost 
of the ride, the company bearing the other 
half. Anorderly and well-conducted meet- 
ing of the employés was held, and a commit- 
tee appointed to present their grievances to 
the managers, who expressed a willingness 
to conform to their wishes except in so far 
as the car-fare was concerned. On this 
point no agreement was reached, and the 
strike still contin The negotiations were 
characterized by moderation and good feel- 
ing on both sides, and no disturbance is an- 
ticipated. 


AN IRISH DAY IN THE HOUSE. 

Robinson, of Brooklyn, was the means of 
precipitating a useless debate in the House 
of Representatives yesterday on one phase 
‘The discussion was 
not directed to the merits of the subject, but 
endless points of order and roll-calls were 
required to get the House out of the snar! in 
which Robinson had involved it. The whole 
day was consumed to no purpose, though the 
Apportionment bill and several of the appro- 
priation bills were waiting for action. 

The resolution which gave rise to this pro- 
longed wrangle was a duplication of part of 
another resolution on the same subject, pre- 
viously reported and adopted. The Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs thought it unneces- 
sary to repeat its former action, and conse- 
quently reported the second resolution with 
a motion that it lie on the table. Though the 
duty of the House was plain, the demagogs 
could not resist so good an opportunity to 
make themselves heard. They called for a 
yea-and-nay vote, and by bluster and brag 
terrified the timid members of the House into 
defeating the report of the Committee. 

Robinson is a member from a strong Dem- 
ocratic district in Brooklyn, the constituency 
of which is largely made up of naturalized 
citizens of Irish birth. He has the Irish 
question very much on the brain, so much 
so that he has very little room left for 
the ordinary allowance of common sense. 
He behaved in the most ridiculous manner 
yesterday, indulging in a series of rambling 
and incoherent remarks about himself, the 
press, Irish grievances, and other matters, 
which had no connection with each other. 
He said it would be as easy for the United 
States fleets and armies to capture London 
as it was to take Vicksburg, and proceeded 
to demonstrate the feasibility of this milita- 
ry operation at considerable length. Before 
he had finished he had created the impres- 
sion in many minds that he was a “crank” 
on the Irish question, and Mr. Robeson, of 
New Jersey, did not hesitate to say after- 
wards that the experts should be invited to 
look into the case. : 

The debate was utterly insignificant and 
frivolous of itself, and it was humiliating as 
an exhibition of the length to which dema- 
gogism in the American Congress can go. 
Moreover, it betrayed a very inadequate 
knowledge of the Irish question on the part 
of the members. It is a mistake to suppose 
that Irish voters are destitute of sagacity or 
common sense, or that they are incapable of 
seeing through the sham devices of their 
self-constituted champions. No member 
need have been afraid to face his Irish con- 
stituents after voting against Robinson’s and 
Cox’s buncombe resolutions yesterday. 

As to the propriety of taking measures to 
get American citizens out of jail, if any are 
improperly held there, no debate is possible. 
Whether American citizens are held in Brit- 
ish dungeons or in any other dungeons they 
are entitled to a fair trial, but it is a gross 
perversion of law and truth to say that 
American citizens have the right to break 
the peace or threaten the orderly administru- 
tion of justice in any foreign country with 
impunity. When they go abroad they sub- 
ject themselves to local laws, and if they 
commit a murder or a felony of any kind 
they are liable to punishment therefor. The 
United States has only the power to investi- 
gate the facts and ascertain, first, whether 
any of the “suspects” are, as they claim 
to be, naturalized citizens, and, sec- 
ondly, whether they are unjustly 
held in confinement. The Government 
can use its good offices to secure 
their release if they are guilty of violating 
British laws, and it ean demand their prompt 
and unconditional surrender if they are inno- 
cent; but it can enforce its demands if they 
are denied only by declaring war. Cox and 
Robinson well know that the Government 
cannot take guilty men out of jail in Great 
Britain, whether they are American citizens 
or not. It can only ask that they be duly 
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Rebinson enlisted the sympathies of mem- 
bers on either side, and the leading men, in- 
cluding Kaon, Orth, Randall. Cox, and 
Blackburn, took part in the discussion. As 
the correspondents say, it was “ a field day,” 
but it was not créditable to the intelligence 
or the character of the House.

THE SOUTHERN DEMOCRATS SELLING ODT. 

Two of the Southern members of the Ways 
and Means Committee have publicly avowed 
themselves in favor of the reduction of the 
internal-revenue taxes to the extent of $45,- 
000,000 or $50,000,000 per annum. Randolph 
Tucker, of Virginia, speaks for the tobacco 
interest, and J. G. Carlisle, of Kentucky, for 
the whisky interest. These men have been’ 
professed free-traders or revenue-reformers 
for years; they have clamored for a reduc- 
tion of the exorbitant customs duties; yet, at 
the first opportanity, they greedily seize the 
bait thrown out to them by the tariff pro- 
hibitionists of Pennsylvania, and, for a small 
personal consideration, sell out the cause of 
revenue reform. They want their thirty 
pieces of silver each, but, if they have any 
higher ideas of political morality or devotion 
to economic truth, the fact does not appear 
in the record. 

Randolph Tucker frankly admits that he 
expects the reduction of tax on whisky from 
90 to 50 cents per gallon to diminish the rev- 
enue by $15,000,000 or $20,000,000 annually. 
The whole revenue from the gallon-tax on 
whisky, exclusive of the taxes on dealers, is 
$60,000,000 annually. Mr. Tucker, therefore, 
estimates that a reduction of 44 per cent in 
the tax will reduce the revenue from this 
source W to 3034 per cent. He is evidently 
no believer in the argument of David A. 
Wells, that a reduced tax would increase the 
consumption and so maintain the revenue at 
nearly the old percentage. It is to the credit 
of Mr. Tucker that he does not attempt to 
conceal his designs under any pretense of 
ignorance as to their probable results. He 
wishes, also, to reduce the tax on 
cigars and cigarets, for the benefit of 
the privileged classes who consume these 
articles, and to have the beer tax very sliglit- 
ly reduced as compared with the tax on dis- 
tilled spirits, so the consumption of whisky 
may be increased. It may, occur to the 
masses of the people who are groaning under 
the taxes levied on sugar, iron and steel, 
salt, wool and woolens, and other articies of 
prime necessity, that it is not right tö relieve 
the smokers of cigars and cigarets ot tax- 
ation in order to have a pretext for keeping 
up the prohibitory tariff. But the Virginia 
statesman does not care for the masses of 
the people. He is only looking out for the 
tobacco-growers in his district, and the Ken- 
tucky member values the good opinion of 
the distillers who help to elect him more 
than the approval of his own conscience. 

The desertion of the Southern members of 
the Ways and Means Committee to the cause 
of the Pennsylvania protectionists reveals 
the full extent of the conspiracy formed in 
the organization of the House. Tucker and 
Carlisle are playing deliberately into the 
hands of the prohibitory-tariff men, and it is 
believed they were appointed to that com- 
mittee in the full belief that they would do 
precisely this thing at the proper time. The 
committee was packed for the purpose of 
reducing the taxes on whisky and tobacco, 
and Tucker and Carlisle are willing agents 
in the conspiracy. 

The Democratic party cannot shirk re- 
sponsibility for the prohibitory tariff taxes if 
Tucker and Carlisle consent to this iniquit- 
ous scheme to scale down the internal rev- 
enue. Many of the customs duties were 
originally imposed as countervailing duties 
to the internal-revenue taxes. They were 
inereased from time to time to meet the ad- 
vance in taxes. The imposition of taxes on 
incomes, on manufacturers, on sales, etc., 
were made new pretexts for shoving up the 
customs duties, but as the internal taxes 
were abolished the tariff was not corre- 
spondingly reduced. All the burdensome 
internal taxes have gone, but the duties es- 
tablished to countervuil them are firmly im- 
bedded in the tariff. Now the Democrats 
propose to take off the few remaining inter- 
nal taxes in order to continue the abomina- 
tions of the tariff system indefinitly. It 
would be difficult to find in the whole range 
of tariff legislation in this country a more 
iniquitous proposition than this. 


THE GRAMMAR OF E PLURIBUS DRU. 

Some of the Eastern papers are engaged 
in an interesting grammatical discussion of 
the old and much mooted question, Which is 
correct, the United States “is” or the 
United States “are”? The cause for 
the revival of the dispute is the lan- 
guage of Secretary Frelinghuysen, who 
in one of his recent dispatches says: 
“The United States is at peace with 
all the nations of the earth,” ete. The dic- 
tion employed by Mr. Frelinghuysen is nota 
matter of vital importance, but as we live in 
anage when matters of very little conse- 
quence, like Mr. Osear Wilde’s esthetic com- 
monplaces, can engage the attention of the 
so-called cultured portion of the community, 
even this trifling question may rise to the 
dignity of a National question, though it 
may not involve an issue of National policy. 

Upon this subject, like many others, the 
doctors disagree, and when they disagree it 
is difficult for laymen to arrive at a decision. 
The weight of testimony, however, militates 
against the singular form, notwithstanding 
the grammatical rule that nouns of multitude 
conveying singularity of idea take verbs in 
the singular, and that the name “ United 
States refers to the idea of one Government, 
one Nation, one Congress, one President, one 
people, one Constitution, etc. The reports of 
the United States Supreme Court, which 
ought to be grammatically infallible, are full 
of false lights. The decision in the Florida 
telegraph case (No. 128, October term, 1877) 
says in one place: The United States can- 
not communicate with their own officers by 
telegraph,” ete., and in another, “* The 
United States and its citizens.”” Worse than 
this, in some of the decisions the country 
is boldiy transformed into the feminine 
gender as well as singular number, 
and appears as a she.“ The United States 
and her rights,” etc. The Revised Siatutes 
are equally conflicting. In the statute for 
the government of the Indian Territory we 
rend: Every person other than aut Indian 
who within the limits of any tribe with 
whom the United States has existing treat- 
ies,” ete. And again: All claims and de- 
mands whatever by the United States, or 
against them, and all accounts whatever in 
which the United States are concerned,“ 
etc. 

The old bulwarks of the Republic are un- 
lmistakable in their use of the plural form. 
Article XIII. of the Article of Confederation 
says: Every State shall abide. by the de- 
terminations of the United States in Con- 
gress assembled on all questions which by 
the said confederation are submitted to 
them.“ And again: The United States 
in Congress assembled shall also have 


of regulating the alloy and value of

| closes: Done by the United States in Con- 
gress assembled this 13th day of July, in the 
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This use of the plural form is e by 
all the great lawyers and statesmen of the 
country. Clay, Calhoun. Jefferson, Webster 
always spoke of the United States in the 
plural. In the great “Argument at Ge- 
neva,” Caleb Cushing, Morrison R. Waite, 
and William M. Evarts had occasion to speak 
constantly of the United States in the most 
exact and minute and accurate manner. 
Their language was: “The United States 
were seriously vexed ”’ ; although they were 
engaged“; which the United States have 
suffered“; 5 which — United States instst,“ 
etc., etc. 

The serious manner te which the Eastern 
papers discuss this question is very amusing. 
The Washington Star, replying to the New 
York Mail and Express, and defending the 
singular form, says: 


The question Whether the people of this coun- 
try area Nation or only the inhabitants of a 
number of petty sovereignties beid — by 
a thread of w ente enz y into the 
issues of the late War. itt was finally and den- 
nitly settled in favor of the first part of the 
proposition in 1865, and at such a cost of treas- 
ure and human life that it was supposed to be 

laced forever beyond the regioa of debate. 

o are surprised, therefore, to see our esteemed 

patrio o contemporary undertaking to re- 
vive it at this late day. 


The Mail and Express retorts: 


It is wrong, misleading, and ungrammatical to 
say that the United States is at peace,” be- 
cause our National Government is the result of 
the free consent of the States, It is right to sax 
* We are a Nation”; itis utterly inadmissable 
to say that the United States“ is” anything 
whatever. The . of the * United States 
formed a Un * and adopted a National 
Government, which, within its sphere and for 
its designated purposes, is as supreme as any 
on earth, it was to establish this fact and 
principle that the war for the Union was fought, 
and it could not have been continued a year on 
any other basis. 


From the manner in which these papers 
discuss the question, one would imagine that 
the late unpleasantness’’ grew out of a 
grammatical controversy. If such had been 
the case the Confederates would have been 
whipped out of their boots in no time with- 
out our putting a man in the field. An army 
of Yankee schoolmarms, armed with gram- 
mars, leadpencils, and blackboards, would 
have invaded the illiterate South and swept 
it out of its singularity in no time at all. 
For even Mr. Watterson himself has pub- 
licly acknowledged that the South knows 
nothing about *“‘ readin’, writin’, and spellin'.“ 

THE NEED FOR A NAVY. 

The old question—“ Are we a Nation? — 
is now taking a new shape. It is no longer 
directed against nullifiers, secessionists, and 
State-sovereignty doctrinalres. Fortunate 
ly the successful issue of the war for the 
preservation of the Nation has been fol- 
lowed by so many political victories over the 
party which still resisted the National idea 
that internal dissension over this question 
may be regarded as quieted for a long time 
to come. But there are signs that the Na- 
tional theory is viewed with contempt 
abroad. Every appearance of National 
weakness in this country is made the occa- 
sion for a covert or open attack upon Ameri- 
can principles. One of the most sacred of 
these is the protection of the American Con- 
tinent from the further encroachment of 
European Powers. The haste with which 
Great Britain recognized the Confederates 
as belligerents, and the aid and sym- 
pathy which the English extended to 
the Rebels during the entire War, were 
suggested by a desire to witness the destruc- 
tion of the National form of our Government. 
France was equally ready to take advantage 
of the possible disruption of the National 
system, as was witnessed by Napoleon’s oc- 
cupation of Mexico at a time when the 
United States Government was not prepared 
to drive off the intruders. Insult and con- 
tumely are heaped upon the American Gov- 
ernment by foreign diplomats and the for- 
eign press at every exhibition of weakness 
or hesitation on the part of our Government 
in its treatment of foreign affairs. Itis not 
strange, therefore, that the renunciation of 
Mr. Blaine's foreign policy by the Arthur 
Administration has encouraged the English 
press to readopt a supercilious tone and the 
English diplomats to address American rep- 
resentatives in patronizing terms, which are 
not merely humiliating to American pride, 
but actually significant of an intention to 
cripple the influence of the United States 
on this continent, and eventually, perhaps, 
to extend and strengthen, instead of con- 
tracting and surrendering, foreign jurisdic- 
tion over Ameriean territory and American 
affairs. | 

The time seems to have come when a naval 
establishment would be a proper and desir- 
able, if not absolutely necessary, adjunct to 
the National character of the United States 
Government. No emergency may arise to re- 
quire the active employment of such an estab- 
lishment; in fact, the existence thereof will in 
a great measure remove the danger which it 
would be designed to confront. But a navy 
appears to be necessary as a means to inspire 
the Executive Department of the American 
Government with the courage to assert 
American rights and contend for American 
principles in a spirit becoming to the great 
people and great continent it represents. If 
the United States had a navy on a plane with 
its resources, would the Government have 
submitted to the repeated outrages of Spain, 
or accepted the weak apologies with which 
that scurvy nation has expunged its affronts ? 
Would the people of the United States in such 
case have looked with indifference for years 
onthe popular struggle for escape from 
tyranny and oppression in a neighboting 
island, or would the commercial interests of 
this country have been content with a sys- 
tem of differential duties in Cuba which pre 
vent the nearest neighbors and best custom- 
ers of the Cubans from seiling to them? 
Would there then be anyapprehension of 
trouble because the American State Minister 
had offered the good offices of the Govern- 
ment to adjust the differences between Chili 
and Peru and to protect a South American 
nation from spoliation and annihilation? 
Would an official note to an American Min- 
ister abroad reasserting the Monroe doctrine 
and warning European Powers that they 
must not seek to control an interocean canal 
connecting the Atlantic and Pacific shores of 
this country be repudiated by a suc- 
ceeding Administration from acknowledged 
dread of the consequences of that rash as- 
sertion of American principles? ‘These hu- 
miliating conditions have already been forced 
upon the American people, along with others 
ofa similar nature which need not be re- 
called, and it is now a question whether the 
American Government shall tamely await 
new insults and perhaps positive infractions 


upon essential National rights, as well as 
National dignity. 


Let us have a navy commensurate with the 
importance of a nauon of 50,000,000, which 
should control the destinies of a great con- 
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9 ot aon sw But a navy re- 
quires time for construction, and it is only 
with adequate provision for defense and attack 
on the sea that the American people can 
hope to repulse foreign encroachments and 
command foreign respect. It is by no means 
necessary that the United States should in- 
cur the cost of such a naval establishment as 
England supports. We haye not possessions 
in the four auarters of the giobe which re- 
quires vigilance and prowéss to hold. But 
we need a navy.available for quick actfdn, 
which will serve as @ nucleus for the rapid 
construction of the strongest naval force of 
the world in case of need. Let the obsolete 
old tubs that cost so much from year to year 
be sold for what the rusted iron and the 
rotten lumber wil! bring, and let the proper 
ships for coast defense and the greyhounds 
of the sea for pursuit and attack on the 
commercial marine be substituted. Let the 
long list of naval officers be reduced,to the 
demands for actual service, and let them be 
properly enzaged in the most recent, ap- 
proved, and appropriate appliances of naval 
warfare. The American navy needs reform 
more than enlargement, There should be an 
adjustment rather than an increase of ex- 
penses. ‘The $15,000,000 and more which the 
United States Government expends annual- 
ly upon the support of our naval establish- 
ment can be so disposed as to maintain a 
navy of some use instead of a mere fantom. 
The United States should certainly have a 
navy that would protect its President and 
Cabinet from a tremor every time they think 
of Chili with her two ships of war. The lack 
of a navy does not justify the weakness, 
vacillation, and timidity of the present Ad- 
ministration in its treatment ot foreign af- 
fairs, which every patriotic American feels 
to be a personal humiliation, but the exist- 
ence of a navy might screw the courage even 
of the present Administration to the point 
of maintaining the dignity and asserting the 
rights of the American Nation, ; 


THE TENNESSEE REPUDIATION. 

The decision of the Supreme Court ot Ten- 
nessee declaring the act of the State Legis- 
lature providing for a settlement with the 
creditors of the State to be unconstitutional 
and void is most unfortunate for the credit 
of that State. It is a clear case of repudia- 
tion by declaring that the Legislature has no 
power to provide for the levy of taxes to pay 
a debt of the State. 

This decision is the more remarkable be- 
cause there is no pretense thatthe debt was 
dishonestly or fraudulently contracted. 
With the exception of the accumulated in- 
terest the debt was all contracted before the 
War. Part of it was contracted as long ago 
as in 1832, but the bulk of it was contracted 
in 1851 and 1832, and interest was paid upon 
it up to the time of the War. Since the War 
additions were made to it by funding unpaid 
interest. Most of the debt was contracted by 
the issue of State bonds to aid railroad com- 
panies to build various roadsin the State. 
As security for these bonds a lien Avas taken 
on the various roads, and in 187% the State 
undertook to foreclose this mortg by the 
sale of the railroads. The 4 4 was an 
unfortunate one. The sales under the mort- 
gage securing $14,000,000 of State bonds only 
produced $7,000,000, and this was paid in the 
shape of old bonds, leaving the State still in 
debt on those bonds $7,000,000. The whole 
debt of the State last year was, principal 
821.000. 000, and overdue interest $6,000,000, or 
$27,000,000 in all. 

In 1877, ata conference, the creditors of- 
fered to settle at 66 cents on the dollar and 6 
per cent interest. The Legislature rejected 
this offer. In 1879 the Legislature passed a 
bill providing for a settlement at 50 cents on 
the dollar and 4 per cent interest. To this 
the creditors assented, and the bill was sub- 
mitted to the people and they rejected it. In 
1881 the Legislature passed a bill to pay the 
debt in new long bonds at par, bearing 3 per 
cent interest, the coupons being receivable in 
payment of taxes. An injunction was asked 
to restrain the State officers from collecting 
the tax to pay interest on the bonds. This 
was refused by the Chancellor, but, on ap- 
peal, has been granted by the Supreme Court. 
and that part of the law making the coupons 
alien on the tax revenue of the State 
was declared unconstitutional and void. 
The whole law, therefore, falls. Un- 
less the coupons are receivable for taxes they 
will have no value, because the Legislature 
will not levy a special tax to pay the interest 
on the bonds. Without that provision the 
law would be inoperative for the want of 
any power to enforce it, and the debt would 
practically stand precisely as it does now. 
There is nothing to prevent the Legislature 
from now appropriating money to pay the 
interest and from levying a tax therefor, and 
without making the interest coupons receiva- 
ble for taxes the new bill will leave the 
business exactly where it is now. 

The Supreme Court declares the new law 
to be unconstitutional, because it makes 
these coupons receivable for State taxes, and 
in case the Legislature does not levy a tax to 
pay the interest on the debt, then the 
coupons would consume so much of the 
revenue from ordinary taxes as to leave the 
State without sufficient funds to pay its ex- 
penses. The decision, substantially, is to the 
effect that the Legislature cannot provide by 
law a compulsory or permanent tax to pay 
the interest on the State debt. The annual 
interest tax under this law would be about 
$700,000. 

The decision, which admits entire le- 
gality of the debt and the wisd of adopt- 
ing the liberal terms of settlement, is very 
clearly a mere pretext, an excuse for evading 
the responsibility of declaring that a public 
debt must be paid, and can only be paid by 
revenue derived from taxation. So long as 
Tennessee submits to the odium of repudiat- 
ing an unquestioned debt, so long must the 
State endure the costly penalties of that 
policy. Among these penalties, and the se- 
verest to which the people of a State can be 
subjected, is the loss of credit. The loss of 
confidence in the Legislature and the judi- 
ciary of a State directly affects the credit 
not only of all the local governments, but 
also of the whole people. 

The people and the Gevernment of Ten- 
nessee must understand sooner or later that 
& public debt must be paid, and by the pro- 
ceeds of direct taxation; there is no other 
way to escape the stigma of repudiation un- 
der which all must remain and suffer.. ‘The 
State of Illinois is an example which Ten- 
nessee might profitably imitate. In 1840 this 
State, with only 450,000 population, was borne 
down by an enormous debt of $14,000,000. 
For five years she paid no interest, and her 
bonds sold at 15 cents on the dollar. Credit, 
public and private, had vtterly ceased to ex- 
istin the State. She was fortunate in the 
election of an honest Governor, who 
infused enough of honesty into the 
Legislature to levy first a nominal 
tax to pay interest, ‘and to provide 
for funding all 
millions of back interest in new bonds 
bearing 6 per cent interest. The effect 
upon the credit of the State and people was 
magical. Business revived, emigration from 
the State ceased, and immigrants flowed in. 
The tax was increased to a rate sufficient to 
meet the whole interest on the debt; it was 
cheerfully paid by the people. As soon as it 
could be done, an irrepealable clause was 
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Tennessee has now nearly four times the 

population that IIlinols had when she sus- 
pended. Tennessee has now nearly 2,000 
miles of prosperous railroads; Lllinois, then, 
nor for twelve years after, had nota mile of 
railway. What Illinois did when she was 
prostrate, and weak; and in absolute poverty 
Tennessee might well do in her wealth and 
the abundance of her prosperous means of 
production. The people of Tennessee must 
choese honest and upright officers. They 
must understand that any man who advo- 
cates repudiation is a public enemy, and they 
must act on that knowledge. This fact is 
well understood by a large portion of the 
people of Tennessee. ons Nashville Chroni- 
cle says:

Tung has been a heavy decline in the 
prices of leading articles of produce within 
the past few days. Since Tuesday of last 
week quotations have dropped an average of 
5 per cent in provisions and 7 per cent in 
breadstuffs, the greatest break being in wheat 
and pork. A great part of the loss to hold- 
ers was suffered yesterday, and some of them 
had to suspend in consequence. Fine 
weather in the West has proved fatal to high 
prices in grain, and hog products have fallen 
away in sympathy. The bulls struggled 
maufully against fate for several weeks past; 
but the break came at last like an avalanche, 
snapping like reéds the props and shores 
wherewith it had been sought to avert the 
calamity. 

The spirit of speculation, which gained 
control of the American people last autumn, 
carried prices up far above the normal level. 
A severe rebuff was experienced in October; 
and for awhile the gambling spirit was 
checked, But the unusually mild weather 
of the present winter seems to have per- 
mitted it to waken up into new life, as it has 
brought out the snakes and the caterpillars. 
It has acted, too, as it otherwise acts with 
those lower animals—killing them off asa 
result of the premature exposure. 

The grain crops of the United States in 
1881 were undoubtedly short in yield, and so 
was the hog crop; both, however, as meas- 
ured against the prolific yield of one or two 
previous years. But, as between this winter 
and last, there is an enormous saving in the 
consumption of corn for feeding, and recent 
experience has shown that Europe will not 
take either our wheat or our hog meats at 
the high prices which have prevailed for 
several months past. We might almost say 
that Europe cannot buy those articles at 
current prices; for it is well known 


that the great mass of transatlantic con- 


sumers have only so many shillings 
or francs per week to spend, and 
are forced to buy less when they have to pay 
more for it. We are thus thrown back upon 
ourselves to find a market for our own farm 
products. It is doubtful if the recent course 
of prices would be justified even in case we 
had raised no more than is necessary for 
home consumption. But we havea surplus 
which has to be worked off,” as Dennis re-

Tur blood-suckers are making a combined 
effort in Congress to rob the Treasury in the 
shape of steamship subsidies under the pre- 
tense of payments for mall service.

Sub-committees of three principal committees

After discussing the subject 
at léngth it was decided to extend the limits 
of the tariff in the dry-goods district and fix 
uniform r “on various classes of risks 
contained rein. The old rate per $100 in- 
surance on warehouses was W cents; the 
new rate is % cents; old rate on cotton 
stores, W cents; new rate 60 cents.

ETHICS, 
AGITATION AMONG THE DocTors, 
Special Dispatch te Th Cricago Trinune. 

New York, Feb. 14.—1 telegraphea a few 
nights ago that there was a great deal of ag- 
itation in medical circles in the city in rela- 
tion to the new code of ethics reported at the 
last uibeting of the Medical Society of the 
State of New York, whose deliberations have 
just been concluded, distinguished practi- 
tioners roundly objecting to the portion of 
the new code that forbids physicians to per- 
mit their opinions on medical and surgical 
questions to appear in the newspapers. 
Under such a provision it would be 
improper in a case like that of Presi- 
dent Garfield for the attending physician 
any views for publication 
as to the condition or prospects of his patient, 
and yet, when public men in whom the world 
has an interest are stricken with disease, the 
public has undoubtedly 

A RIGHT TO ACCURATE INFORMATION, 
and who so competent to impart such informa- 
tion as the physician in attendance ? The spe- 
cific provision of the section would have 
silenced Dr. Hamilton and Dr, Agnew in the 
President’s case, and compelled the public 
to trust unreliable sourees of information, 
gossip, and hearsay. But See, 2 ot the code 
relative to consultations opens one of 
the burning issues of the times, 
and places the medical society of the 
State of New York in antagonism with most 
other societies. Casually read, its first para- 
graph conveys little meaning to the lay 
reader, but to the medical nd it abolishes 
the barriers that have hitherto prevented 
regular physicians from consulting with 
members of the homeopathic school who 
possess legal diplomas and are properly reg- 
istered as practioners. 

THE ESSENTIAL PORTIONS OF THE SECTIONS 
are as follows: “Members of the Medical 
Society of the State of New York and of the 
medical societies in affiliation thereto may 
meet in consultation legally qualified prac- 
tioners of medicine. Emergencies may 
occur in which all restrietions should 
in which all restrictions should in the judg- 
ment of the practitioner yield to the de- 
mands of humanity.” It is betieved by 
many that this measure will eventually bring 
the two schools together and extinguish 
homeopathy as a special school of practice, 
practitioners of all shades adopting what is 
valuable in the doctrinesef Hahnemann and 
forgetting distinctive names in the profes- 
sional fraternity. The essential point of the 
section, however, is that the medical pro- 
fession of the State of New Lork has placed 
itself on the record as

THE REV. MR. MILN. 
NEWSPAPER CRITICISM.

Mr. Miln 
certainly seems an absurd figure regarded as 
a minister of any church, but he is after 
all a man who ims had the courage 
to follow his principles to their logical 
conclusion. Whenee can the man who 
rejects the revelations of the Church and 
denies the infallibility of the Scriptures de- 
rive any satisfactory proof of the existence 
of a personal God, or of the immortality of 
the soul, and why should he waste his time 
in prayer or in any form of worship? Unity 
Church should reconsider its project of 
turning Mr. Miln outof his puipit simply 
because he isin advance of his people, for 
otherwise it will be guilty of the same illib- 
erality which was displayed by the Chicago 
Presbyterians when they drove out Mr. 
Swing, and whigh was widely characterized 
as the persecution of a man who was in ad- 
vance of his sect.”’

: mission Reform Move 
Effective. 


Two More Southwestern Roads Agree 
to Maintain Missouri River 
Rates. 


New York Gets a Point on Philadelphia 
and Baltimore in the Jew Emi- 
grant Rates. 


A New Safety Signal, Designed to Prevent 
Repetitions of — Spuyten-Duyvil 
Murder. 


The Sethict Comberton Reform Move- 
ment Gaining Strength—An Effort to 
Be Made Today to Stop the Payment 
of Commissions to Agents of Boads 
Which Are Parties to the Agreement. 
The indications are that the ticket-commis- 

sion meeting at the Grand Pacific Hotel today 
will be better attended than the last one, as the 
movement to abolish the payment of commis- 
sious for the sale of tickets to agents has been 
gaining strength ever since the movement was 
inaugurate@. There are now forty-five roads 
which have signed the agreement not to allow 
their agents to receive commissions for the sale 
of tickets from other lines, which is an increase 
of fifteen roads since the agreement was Urst 
made. Five roads sent in requests to become 
parties to the agreement yesterday, and it is be- 
lieved that a dozen or more will join today. 

The roads which agreed not to allow their 
agents to receive cowmissions or other re- 
muneration for the sale ot tickets fud that 
the arrangement works much more satisfactorily 
than was at first anticipated, and they are 
now in favor of making the agreement still 
more effective by agreeing not to pay or offer 


commissions to the agents of such roads as bave 
joined the ticket-commission reform combina- 
tion. It is generally conceded that, in order to 
make the reform movement effective, it is 
necessary for the combined roads to protect one 
another. Tbis cannot be done by simply prohib- 
iting thelr agents from receiving commissions, 
and continu to or offer commissions to 
the agents of other lines who are prohibited 
from accepting such remuneration. To pay or 
offer commissions to men prohibited from re- 
ceiving them leads them to temptation which 
many agents will be unable to withstand. In 
order to make the reform movement elfective 
the roads must cease offering bribes, for the 
roads offering or paying them cannot well 


afford to prefer charges aguinst the agents 


accepting them. It is not to be expected 
that the roads which are parties to the new 
agreement should discontinue the payment of 
comm issivns altogether until they have become 
strong enough to take effective retaliative 
measures against those roads opposing the re- 
form movement. As long as a considerable 
number of roads are still outside the compina- 
tion those roads in the combination will be com- 
pelled to pay commissions to the agents of the 
roads competing with them, and which insist 
upon paying commissions, as this is the only 
way in which they can prevent undue discrimi- 
nation. 

If the proper steps are taken at today's meet- 
ing, and the agreement strengthened as pro- 

above. there is good reason to believe that 
the ticket-commission system, which has done 
more than anything else to demoralize the pas- 
senger business, will finally be alto- 
gether. 

Tue arrangement for pooling the passenger 
business of Eastern trunk lines, if carried 
out as will greatly aid in hastening the 
consummation of this desirabie reform. The 
Eastern trunk lines, if their passenger business 
is pooled, wili not need to secure business by 
paying commissions for the sale of tickets to 
agents, fot it will not help their interests in the 
least to incur the expense, as each road will 
have to be contented with its allotted percent- 


age. 


New York 8 a Victory Over Phila- 
deiphia and Baltimore in the New 
Emigrant-Bate Arrangement. 

In agreeing upon the recent advance in emi- 
grant rates the Eastern trunk lines made quite 
an important change in the differential rates 
from the various seaboard points. The emi- 
grant rates formerly were $10 from Baltimore 
to Chicago; $11.50 from Philadelphia to Chicago: 
and $13 from New York to Chicago. The new 
rates are $11.50 from Baltimore to Chicago; 
$1.75 from Philadelphia, and $13 from New 
Yorks Thus the Baitimore rate is but $1.50 
less than the New York rate, and only 25 cents 
less than the Philadelphia rate, while bereto- 
fore the Baltimore rate was $3 less than the 
New York rate. and $1.50 less than the Philadel- 
phia rate. The Philadeiphia rate nnder the new 
arrangement is but $1.55 less than the New 
York rate, instead of $1.50 as heretofore. : 

The New York lines, and particularly th 
Erie, have long been contending that the emi- 

rant rates should be the same from all the sea- 

rd points, but, finding that such an arrauge- 
ment could not be consummated, they agreed 
upon the above compromise. It was claimed by 
the New York lines that the Pennsylvania 
has had the advantage over them dere 
tofore. because it bad an arrangement 
with the American Steamsbip Line whereby 
emigrants who had bought their tickets via 

Philadelphia but were taken to New York (the 

American Line runs to both ports) will beacarried 

to destination at the Philadelphia rate. Under 

the new arrangement this cannot be done, and 
tne New York lines therefore claim to have 
gained quite a victory. 


The St. Louis & San Francisco and the 
Kaneas City, Fort Scott & Gulf Roads 
Agree to Maintain Missouri River 
Rates Hereafter. 

During the past year or more the Southwest- 
ern Railway Association has suffered morc or 
less from the competition of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco and Kansas City, Fort Scott & Guif 
Railways. The efforts lately made to bring

Barney Macauley KReeites His Troubles 
to a Louisville Audience. 

Last Saturday night Barney Macauley at the 
close of the performance of Uncle Dan’l”’ at 
the Masonic Temple came before the curtain 
and made a long statement in regard to the 
troubles in which he has been involved concern- 
ing Macauley’s Theatre in Louisville, built by 
him some years ago.

It I get short she will let me have 
a little to go on with. [Appiause.] 

I have nothing to say against Mr. Meklfatrick.

I tell you these because I want to justify 
myself. I don’t want any slur upon my integrity. 
J lost my money like a man, and gave it up like 
a man—everything 1 am coming to 
see you every mer [applause] if you will let me.

was under discussion about this time, and the 
Council, sitting as a Committee of the Whole on 
the evening of March W,finally allowed an extra- 
Vagaut item of $200,000 for new sewers against 
the protests of several Aidermen who wanted it 
reduced and the money more judiciously ex pend- 
ed. Ald. Cierk moved to insert in the bili an 
nem of $125,000 for the proposed pumping- 
works, which he believed to be a nevessity. 
Whether they would answer the purpose intead- 
ed was to be determined, but their erection 
would certainly allay the feeling against Chicago 
growimg out ot the seuding of sewerage down 
the canal,and unless the city did something 
there would be en injunction. which would 
cost it millions of dollars w get rid of. 

Ald. Swift moved to make the amount $100,000, 
and Ald. Bailard moved to add “or some other 
system,” as there might be some other plan for 
getting rid of theYjith. The Mayor, occupying 
the chair, refe o Me. Jennes’ report, adding 

the largest “Quantity of water that ever 
went through the canal was 33.000 cubic feet a 
minute “when the lake was bigh—and it made 
fishing good in the river and in the canal as far 
as Lock port —a statement rather calculated to 
make dweiiers on the banks of the canal smile 
with incredulity. He also had somethmg to say 
about the opening of the Lockport gates, as if 
they had never been ed before, and ase if 
the experiment was not krown in advance. The 
Commissioners, be went on to say, had assured 
im that they would go as far as their powers 
allowed them in giving the right to pump the 
water and in taking care of it, but they could not 
“guarantee’’ the city against damages without 
legisiative action. b 

: amenaments of Ald. Swift and Ballard 
were agreed to. When the Committee of the 
Whole tinished the bill, it was tound that the 2 

r cent limit bad been exceeded by about 

00,000. The pruning-knife was applied at 
su nent meetings, and by great good luck 
the bill as passed March 20, 1580, retained the 
$100,000 item for pumping- works. 

In the meantime—on the 18th— 

THE OTTAWA SHIP-CANAL CONVENTION 
bad met, resolved that it would be a good thing 
for everybody concerned if the Genera! Govern- 
ment would take the canal and make something 
out of it, and dad appointed the usual varied 
essortment of committees, including one 
to publish an address and another to 
stir up the [Illinois Congresamen., The 
subject of Chieago sewerage was touched 
upon at the convention, and some of the dele- 
gates, with their fingers on their noses, had 
moro or less to say about smells; but it was pre- 
eminently a ship-canal Convennon, and the 
pumping-works project was naturaily over- 
shadowed by the larger subject. 

Time went on, and the pumps failed to mate- 
rialize. On the 16th of June, 1880, Tue TRIBUNE 
called attention to the matter and gave the 
explanation of Commissioner Walier, who, in 
the Mayor's absence at Cincinnati or somewhere 
else in the field of politics, was practically at 
the head of the City Government. According 
to Mr. Waller, there were

The city could not pump into the canal without 
the consent of the State autborities or the 
Canal Commissioners; aud, in the second place, 
it could not erect the works until it had secured 
the consent of the canal people to occupy cer- 
tain ground upon which to locate the necessary 
pumps and machinery. The Mayor had been 
— acs » but the negotiations were still 
pending. in conclusion Mr. Waller expressed 
the praiseworthy purpose of hurrying up the 
Mayor as soon as the latter returned from his 
political journeyings, and of expediting mat- 
ters as much as possible. 

The Mayor returned the very day on which the 
above interview was pubiishbed,and the next 
day submittea to one himecif. He had made 
the important discovery that the lake was ris- 
ing again—a circumstance, he said, which would 
help do away with the nuisance. It is believed by 
men who bave watched itagreat many years.“ he 
added, that our lake ebbs and flows about once 
in seven years, and it is thought that we have 
struck the lowest notch, and are now on the ris- 

grade. If that be a fact (only time will do- 
— 2 it) we may not need the works.” He then 
went on to claim that the North Branch was 
comparatively pure, the South Branch not ina 
bad condition, and the main river not as pure as 
it bad been, the Fullerton avenue engines then 
pumping from the lake into the river. The rest 
of the interview, in the light of the Mayor's 
then and subsequent dilly-dallying, was

The result of the 
conference Wwas—wind and inises, and the 
visitors went home with visions of the pump- 
ing- works in full blast, and pure water tumbling 
over the dam at Joliet. Before going, however, 
they agreed to get ao early mee of the Canal 
Commissioners at Lockport. and the Mayor 
promised to attend, and iay before the board a 
written proposition looking to the Immediate 
erection of the works. 

Between the above conference and the Lock- 
pees meeting, the Mayor and City-Engineer 

regier devoted themselves mainly to un 
sundry bottles with Cnicago River water an 
triumpbantly exhibiting it as clear and odoriess. 
canal was worse, if anythine, but for that, 
as the Mayor urged, the State was responsible, 
and should improve it. On the 6th of 
July be told a Tun reporter that be would 
only consent to the erection of the puniping- 
works on certain conditions: The Canal Com- 
missioners must guarantee that no more

the Stock- Yards, his idea being to run a ditch 
from there to the canal in order to bring the 
current directly into the offensive portion. To 
place the pumps at the intersee of tre canal 
and the South Branch, as had all along been 
contemplated, would not afford as great relief as 
many supposed, etc, 
THE LOCKPORT CONFERENCE, 
where the Mayor completely showed his hand, 
and epee aig Ry +> Gown, and finally 
to make first advances, was held on 
he 8th of July. The Mayor, the City Engineer, 
Dr. De Wolf, and two or three newspaper-men, 
incladmg a reporter for Tue TRIBUNE, rode 
down tus odoriferous State ditch in a pleasure 
After the ice had been broken at the con- 
the Mayor was called upon for his 
views on the pumplng-works question. He be- 
gan, as usual, by declaring that Chica idn’t 
need the works for her own sanitary improve- 
ment. Then he pointed to the then alleged 
healthy condigon of the river—the result, as be 
attributed it, of the return to the old way of 
pumping the waters of the North Branch into 
the lake. The North Branch, he said, was the 
source of trouble, and now the city could keep 
it pure and not contaminate the water-supply. 
His next point was the Canal Commission- 
ers, who were us the water, were primarily 
responsible to the Joliet people, whiie Chicago 
was only secondarily responsivie, not because 
she poliuted the canal, but use she polluted 
the river, and che Commissioners were forced to 
go to the river for their water-suppiy—the 
source of revenue to the State. With trué Har- 
risonian punctilio, he

opinion, should await a communication from the 
ommisstoners notifying it of the condition of 
the river ana making a proposition for its re- 
lief. He did not want it to go out that Chicago 
Was erecting the works for her own pecessities, 
which was not case, and thus make her 
liable for possible damages.

Judge Glover said he had no doubt of the 
wer of the board to allow the passing through 
he canalof all the water that could be taken 
care of Without impeding navigation.

About this time Mr. Brooks, of Joliet, re- 
minded the Mayor of bis promise to have a 
E yey J in writing.

must de mistuken as to that. Finaliy. after a 
deal of higgling. the Mayor asked the Commis- 
sioners how much water they would take care 
of. When asked to put his proposition in writing 
be bemmed again, branched off on another 
subject, but brought up once more aguinst 
that guarantee.“ Commissioner Glover finally 
said they would do all they possibly could, and 
they had no means of knowing what they could 
do except as they learned it @brough Mr. Jenne. 
They would not agree to take Gare of a single 
pound, but they would agree to take care of all 
the water they could, and, if they believed they 
could do it, 60,000 cubic feet a minute. Further 
on, he found another objection: the increased 
quantity of water might overfiow the banks and 
the peopie along the line would claim damages 
from the city. This was answered by the state- 
ment that the gates would be opened, and no 
trouble would ensue, and by the further state- 
ment that‘the Commissioners would take care 
of that part of itanyhow. Finally, after an ex- 

uditure of much wind, and a deal of urging 
97 the suflcring denizens of Joliet, the 

ayor backed down from his position that the 
Cowmissioners must make the first advances, 
promised to write them, submit their answer as 
to what they could do to the Law Department, 
and then see what could be done by tne city. He 
also agreed to write to the Commissioners to 
ascertain all the necessary particulars in regard 
to the ground for the erection of the works, etc. 
Before doing this. however, it was decided that 
Superintendent Thomas should confer with Mr. 
Cregier on the subject of plans. With this 
agreement the conference broke up, and the 
faces of the Joliet and Lockport people were 
once more wreathed with smiles and their hearts 
full of hope. 

JUDGE GLOVER AND THE MAYOR 

had another consultation on the léth of July. 
According to the Mayor’s account of the inter- 
view, Judge Glover said the Commissioners 
would not allow a lock to be put in the canal at 
Bridgeport until after the close of navigation. 
This, 6 Judge Glover explained to a TKiBpuNs 
re er, Was a misapprebension of his remarks. 
What he did say was, that the uty could sink the 
coffer-dams, excavate for the foundations of the 
locks, and have all the nevessary’materiail on 
hand to go to work when navira tion clused; and 
that the Commissioners, in bis opinion, would 
not feel authorized to suspend navigation, nor 
would that be necessary. since it would take 
considerable time to get everything in readiness 
for actual work. 

The Slst of July came, but still there were no 
pumping-works, nor any signs of them, nor, so 
iar as beard from, bad there been any further 
action on the subject, either in the way of com- 
mumeat ing with the Commissioners, looking up 
the lay of the land, advertising for proposals, 
letting coutracts, or otherwise. The Mayor and 
two of the members of the committee appointed 
atthe Ottawa canal convention to boom the 
ship-canal in an address to tne people, had 
found time, however, to build a long essay with 
a decidediy Harrisonian, cagie-screaming flavor 
about it, which was publisbed in Tae Trisune 
of that day, and made four columns and a half 
of small type.

He raised objections of all Kinds, éaid the money 
appropriated was not sufficient, but did not ex-

Mayor Harrison professes to be deeply ag- 
lieved and iajured by the strictures of Tas 
RIBUNBE on bis conduct in relation to the new 
pumping-works.

SUBORNING PERJURY. 


This is the Cuarge Standing Against a 
Lawyer of Bicomingten, III. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicagd Tribune. 

BLoomineton, III, Feb. 14.—This afternoon 
C. G. Bradshaw was arrested for suborning 
perjury. He is a criminal lawyer of this city, 
baving once been a shining beacon and pillar in 
the Central [llinois Conference and a noted re- 
vivalist when in the puipit. He was eventually 
arraigned before the conference aud bounced 
out of the pulpit. He next became an attorney. 
and figured in defense of noted criminals in 
Missouri, Kansas, and I[ilinois, including the 
villain Prank Rande, sent up at Galesburg for 
life.

TH

fee.” “Millions of pounds of coffee,“ she said, 
“are used annually as a beverage; yet itisa 
well-known fact that a large proportion of the 
liquid infused from this favorit berry is such 
execrablie slop that the complaint of its vileness 
is almost universal. Lord Beaconsfield, with his 
wide experience, wrote in ‘Endymion’ thata 
cup of good coffee is the rarest and most deli- 
cious beverage in the world. Bad coffee is cer- 
tainly the rule; good coffee the exception. 
There is no reason why coffee should not be in- 
variably good. With a common tin coffee- 
pot, pure water, and a fne quality 
of coffee, as fragrant and deli®ious a beverage 
as any we need care to drink can be prepared 
without any extraordinary effort or trouble. 
This recipe will always lusure excellent coffee: 
Mix the ground coffee with the white of an egg 
and a little coid water, stirring them well to- 
gether. Add one-third of the amount required 
of cold water, and set the pot on the stove, where 
it will heat gradually. As soon as it comes to a 

add another portion of the water, and in 
like manner the third portion. After the whole 
quantity of wator has been added, let it boil up 
once, pour a littie cold water into the pot, re- 
move from the stove, and, after standing a few 
minutes to settie, it will be ready for use. 
This method, which is still simple, is also 
used: Mix with asmall quantity of coid water 
to a paste, and let it steep for an hour, or longer. 
When needed add as much boil water as de- 
sired, and let it stand for ten or fifteen minutes 
where it will keep bot but not boil. Cold water 
makes a stronger infusion aud extracts the 
aroma of coffee better than hot water, and, al- 
lowing it to reach the boiling point, destroys the 
taste of rawness incident to most coffees stee 
in or filtered with boiling water. A little cold 
water poured into the pot immediately after 
coffee boils settles it nicely without the use of 
egg. and makes it much ciearer than the article 
usually concocted by the average cook. But it 
does not clarify S A fine sediment, 
which gives coffee a sligu 0 muddy color, still 
remains to detract from its appearance and 
injure its favor. When erg is added this sedi- 
ment is precipitated, and the coffee is clarified 
as well as Settied. An inferior grade of coffee, 
roperly made and perfectly clarified, wili give 
tter satistacuon than the finest grade made 
and settied imperfectly. There are so many va- 
rieties of coffee, and such a difference in tastes, 
that it is difficult to lay down any general rule in 
regard to 


THE BEST VARIETY TO SELECT, 
or the quantity of coffee to use in making the 
beverage. Deimoaico always allowed twelve 
tablespoonfuls, or six ounces, of coffee to a 
quartof water. Prof. Blot believed two ounces 
to a quart was sufficient, while Soyer thought 
one ounce to the quart was as much as one

The lecturess believed the proportions 
that best suited the average taste were 
two large tabiespoonfuls of ground coffee 
to each pint of water, and said the most 
delicious ,coffee she had over drank was made of 
a mixture of one part of Mocha, two parts Java, 
and two parts Rio, and prepared according to 
“The flavor of 


cream, but when cream canvot be obtained, 

nice boiled milk is an excellent substitute, aud 
is even better than a poor quality of cream.” 

“Tea, to be good” said Mrs. Ewing: must be 
made with boiling water, but should not be 
boiled. Put the tea in the pot—a tea- 
spoonful to each cup of water is about 
the proper qnantity if tea is of a good qual- 
ity. Set the pot on the corner of the Btove or 
range tal well warmed. Then pour enough of 
boiling water on the tea to thoroughly saturate 
it. Let it steep ten or fifteen minutes, then 
pour on all the boiling water needed, and the tea 
is ready for use. Uniess the pot is perfect! 
clean, and the water fresh boiled, the tea will 
be apt to taste flat and smoky. The ab- 
sorbed by water give ita brisk, agreeable flavor, 
and when water is boiled for a length of time 
these gases are driven off and will not make tea 
of the best quality. When coffce is made of 
boiling water the same is true in regard to it, 
although the ditference between fresh and staie- 
boiled water is not so apparent in coffee as in 
tea. Reboiled water is subject to the same ob- 
jection, and should not be ubed in making either 
tea or coffee.” 
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POLICE JUSTICES. 
WALSH HAS GOT TO STEP DOWN—THE OTHERS 
QUAKING IN THEIR BOOTS. 

The rumored changes which Mayor Harrison 
contemplates making in the Police Justices bas, 
of course, created considerable discussiop in cer- 
tain quarters. The position of Police Justice is 
a very lucrative one. The salary is higher in 
proportion than that of city officers, and there 
are besides thousands of dollars in fees outside 
of those relinquished to the city by the Justices 
on accepting office as presiding genius of the 
Police Court. This is particuiariy true of the 
Armory, where the Justiceship is sometimes 
worth in the neighborbood of $15,000 per yea. 
There is considerable wire-pulling as to who 
shall have the spoiis, but the present incumbent, 
Justice Walhace, refuses to believe that the 
Mayor waots him ousted. He claims to have al- 
ways acted in conformity with the expressed 
desires of the Mayor and Controller, ana, 
besides hailing from “Old Kaintuck,.” is a 
rock-rooted Democrat. He is opposed to giving 
any one else a chance at the fat take he has 
enjoyed so long. Justice Walsh, whose resigna- 
tion the Mayor had demanded, says be will not 
resign, and, to tell the truth, there is no reason 
why he should resign. The terms of all the 
Police Justices long since expired, and the Mayor 
can make no chauge until he make new ap- 
pointments and sends them in to the Council for 
confirmation. When Justice Walsh's successor 
is appointed and qualified, he no doubt will step 
down and out. But the Mayor is like Provi- 
dence in oue respect, he moves in a mysterious 
way his wonders to perform, As for Justice 
Kaufmann, he bas so frequently been in danger 
of losing bis piace that he fully understands the 
modus operandi of averting such a catastrophe, 
and already his friends are buzzmg about the 
Mayor like bees in a swarm. 

In relation to the demanded resignation of 
Justice Walsh the Mayor said toa TRIBUNE ro- 
porter: 

They say I have asked for Walsh's resigna- 
tion. I never told any one that 1 did anyth 
of the sort. If I wanted to put any one eise 
Walsh's piace I am not compelled to get a res 
nation, for bis time has expired, and ail I wou 
ha ve to do is to nominate some one eise. I have 
always been a good friend to Mr. Walsh. If I 
had asked for his resignation it would have been 
simply an act of courtesy aud delicate kindness. 
To talk about it would rob the act of all of its 
kindliness; therefore, of course, I have nothing 
to say.” . 

But he says that he did receive a letter from 
you asking for his resignation,” said the re- 

rter.

Pullman Workmen Strike for Freo 
Railroad Rides and 
Things. 


The Company Insist on Their Paying 
Car-Fare, but Grant the 


Rest. 
a 


Claims ef Employers and Employes—A Trace Till 
Today—Threats to Quit, but No Law- 
lesness. 


Pullman was the scene of quite a sensation 
yesterday. A large number of the employés, 
estimated at about 1,000, struck worg. About 10 
o'clock the timekeepers notified them, in ac- 
cordance with a former notice, that benceforth 
they would be required to pay their own fare on 
the Illinois Central trains. Tickets have here- 
tofore been issued free to the Pullman employés. 
Tis, of course, has given them a free side bo- 
tween the works and Chicago, and hus cost the 
Pullman Company about $5,000 monthly since 
the works were started. The [Illinois Cen- 
tral agreed to charge 15 cents for the round 
trip. It was estimated by the Pullman Com- 
pany that it would cost them at least five cents 
in addition to handle the tickets and get them 
into the hands of the men. This would make 
the round-trip tickets cost 20 cents to the Pull- 
man er On this basis they agreed to 
give them to their employés for 10 cents, thus, 
in effect, paying halt of the car-fare of their 
men out of their own pocke ts. 

With this view the company gave notice, a 
week ago, that on and after Wedaesday, the löth 
inst., the men would be 

REQUIRED TO PAY THEIR OWN FARR, 
and tickets would be furnished them at the shops 
for 10 cents the roundtrip. It was feared tnat 
there was trouble brewing, and a reporter was 
promptly on the spot yesterday morning in or- 
der to see the effect of the new order of things, 

When the man to whom the distribution of 
the tickets was intrusted went around among 
the men he demanded not only that they should 
buy then and there, but also that each man 
should lay in a supply for six days in advance, 
paying cash forthe same. it may be well to 
State bere that the management say that this 
peremptory action on the part of the time- 
keeper as he went around with the tickets was 
unauthorized—in fact, nat it was intended that 
the men shouid bave the privilege of placing 
the amount due for tho advance tickets to their 
accounts. 

Owing to the fact that the pay-day has been 
recently changed,having been made monthly, in- 
stead of semmi- monthly, many of the men were un- 
provided with money, and ali deemed the demand 
unjust. The painters and carpenters immediately 
struck, and,forming in live, rcbed with consid- 
eruvie Duise, thougu HO actual Violence, through 
the works. They were joined on ail sides by the 
men from the other departments. The whole 
body, now numbering fully 700 men, marched to 
the market building, where the meeting was re- 
duced to order and an organization elfected. 


THE MEETING 


was orderly and quiet. Mr. D. A. Grey stepped 
forward, climbed up ona bench, and called for 
order. When he obtained the attention of the 
men, he said that they had gathered to discuss, 
in an orderly, gentiemasiy manner, a matter of 
vital importance to themselves—pame- 
ly: their daily bread. They were plain, 
outspoken workingmen, who were willl 
to submit to all that was right, but who woul 
not stand oppression. It was the old story, he 
said, of the conflict between capital and labor. 
and it resulted from the attempt of capital to 
ignore the value of labor. Theoflicial who drew 
his princely salary of thousands did not appear 
to understand the situation of the man who was 
compelled to get up at (o ciock in the morning, 
snatch a hasty breakfast by candle-ligbt, walk. 
it may be, a couple of miles to catch the train, 
ride tourteen miles in a dirty smoking-car, often 
standing ali the way. work steadily and bard for 
nine hours—for whie’ he received 27 cents an 
hour—then ride fourteen miles back in 
the dirty car, paying his own fare, 
and doe obliged to wait a month for 
the wages due him. He thought that every man 
working at Pullman ought to have ten hours 
work, free cur-fare, and be paid every two 
weeks. He proposed that they should then and 
there form a union, and that every man should 
join it. It would be ot Kreat benefit to them, 
and the daes could be made very light—say $1 
entrance -fee and 24 cents a month afterward. 

Quite a number of speeches followed in rapid 
succeesion, all of them calm but carnest state- 
ments of the situation aad the proposed remedy. 

At last a committee was appointed to inter- 
view the managers, The committee was com-

SEEING THE MANAGERS. 

The committee then went to the managers 
office. They found Messrs. Beman and Doty, to 
whom they explained. their grievauces, which 
were substantially ss nen above. They were 
assured by the gentiemen that it was Mr. Puil- 
man's earnest wish that his workmen should be 
contented and satisned with their work. The 
change in the date of the vay-duy had been 
made after long and careful consideration, with 
the hope ana expectation that it vould prove, 
on trial, perfectly satistactory to the meu. They 
said it would gave the company a large item of 
expense—namely: an additional force of clerks 
if pay-day came but once a month; but that, if 
the men were so dissatistied in the matter, there 
was little doubt but that it would be changed to 
their wien. 

The committee then brought up their next 
point—the nine hours-e-day plan. The response 
was given that, as soon asthe day lengtaened 
sufficiently and the light would peruwiit, they 
would be allowed to put in a full days work. 80 
tar, so good. 

But now came the rub. When the question of 
car-fare was brought up, the committee deciared 
that the meo would never consent to pay the fare 
between Pullman and Chicago. Here the}/Pullman 
ofticiais stood tirm, and said that, on this point, 
there was little chance of the company’s making 
any change from the system just instituted. 
They said it was an item of expense they did 
nut feei justly called upon to pay; that the com- 
E had already expended $200,000 on car-fare 
tor its workmen; and that they must remember 
that, by the new system, the company was 

STILL PAYING HALF THE EXPENSE. 
The tickets cost the company lb cents a round 
trip, the cost of handling them was five cents, 
and they sold them to the men for 10 cents. The 
fare—five cents each way—was exactly what 
they would be obliged to pay in the city if they 
went by street-car. 

Atthis point the representative of the plumb- 
ers, Mr. Connor, stated that plumbers were never 
required in the city to pay their own fare, and 
that he was simply stating the determination 
of hie fellow-men when he said they would hever 
submit to the new order. 

The question of rents was then brought up. 
The committee stated that some df the men 
claimed that they could not continue to live at 
Pullman on seccount of an exorbitant raise in 
rents. 

It was explained to them that there bad been 
nb raise; t some of the houses had been 
rented last spring while in an utfinisbed state 
at merely nominal rates; and that when the 
gas and water pipes, water-closets, etc., had 
been put in, the eldowsike laid, cellars fixed, aud 
every modern convenience added, the rents bad 
been put at their proper figure. 

This figure was one which represented a very 
moderate interest on the investment, and the 
statement found favor with some of the com- 
mittee, but was 

NOT ENTIRELY SATISFACTORY TO ALL. 


After considerable discussion, carried on in a 
most 1! manner by all, it was agreed 
to wait until Mr. L. M. Jonnson, who is Mr. Pull- 
man's represeutative during the absence of the 
latter gentieman, spould arrive on the seene of 
achon. It seems that Mr. Johnson is the only 
man who has authority to make any change 
from the established order. A telegram was 
sent to Mr. Johuson, and he was expected to ar- 
rive about 4 o'clock. 

The committee then retired. As they left the 
office they were again told that everything that 
could be rightly done would be done fur the 
workmen; that, in all probability, the pay-day 
and the length of the day’s work would be ar- 
ranged to their satisfaction, but that there was 
little chance of the free tickets being issued. 
The committee said they would retire and cou- 
suit with the men, and come again after 4 
o'clock to get Mr. Johnson's decision. 

They then proceeded to the market building, 
where several hundred men awaited them. 
They were greeted with prolonged cheers, min- 
gied with cries of “What luck, old boy?’ 
* What did they say?” and others equally ener-

FISH-CULTURE. 


Progress of This Great Undertaking in 
lowa — Pubiic Sentiment Mapidiy 
Dritting Toward an Appreciation of 
the Value of Pienty of Fish for the 
Catching. 

Special Dispaich to The Chicago Tribune. 

Des Moinss, Feb. 14.—State Fish-Commission- 
er Shaw bas been in the city for several days 
looking after the interests of the fish-hatching 
house of the State, and to ascertain the temper 
of legislators toward the system. He is a de- 
cided enthusiast on fish-culture, and a most pro- 
digious worker. Very few men would have ac- 
complished so much as he bas with the limited 
means at his command. When the subject of 
usu- culture was first brought betore the Logis- 
lature it was received with derision, and Dixon, 
of Wapeiio, who introduced the measure in the 
House, was derisively charged with concocting

the acts and his 

inexorable logic overcame the carpings of the 
ignorant, and the systeal was inaugurated with 
a mere pittance gruated to get it started, under 
the supposition that it would die out as a nine 
days’ wouder, ora mere chimera of no practical 
utility. Mr. Shaw under most adverse circum- 
siances went on and started a hateumg- house 
at Anamosa on a small stream suppii from 
springs of pure water. His success has been 
remarkable, and in the meantime the people 
have learned much of the nr of the 
work. Fonds and streams barren of fish have 
been abundantly stocked with fish. Lakes have 
been supplied with valuable kinds not before 
known. Each fall since lid he bas gathered 
from the sloughs along the Mississippi, which 
were drying up, immense quantities of biack and 
striped bass, wall-eyed pike, crappies, sunfis 
catish, eel, and other kinds, and transport 
them gp interior waters of the State. Over 5,000,- 
G fis have been thus distributed, and if one in 
ten of them should reach the weight of two and 
a halt pounds each it would give a weight of 
625 tons. Fish from this planting are now being 
caught in abuadance where noue were known 
befure, which proves they have become es- 
tablished. To this has also been added the 
breeding of fish at the hatching-house, where 
California salmon, landiocked salmon, brook 
trout, shad, white fish, lake trout, and eel bave 
been propagated and distributed over the State 
by the million. In Northeru lowa were found 
several streams most admirably adapted to 
brook trout. They were stocked, and lust year 
trout were cuught from them weighing 
two and three pounds each. No trout was ever 
seen in these streams before those planted by 
the State. In 1876-177 a la number of silver- 
bass were put in Spirit e. Last fall they 
were caught in large numbers by tishermen 
with hook and line, showing Uthat this vaiuabie 
game fish has done weil. 

The last Legislature made provision for an 
additional hatcbing-bouse at Spifit Lake, where 
those kinds of fish adapted to large lakes could 
be propagated, thus avoiding the danger and 
risk of transportation. Jan. 13. 1581, there was 
received at this house 500,000 whitefish egrs, 
which were hatched with a total loss of less than 
8,000. The same winter was batched there 200,- 
o Lake Superior trout eggs. These were all 
put into Spirit Lake and Ukiboji Lake, two 
lurge es in Dickinsoo County. condected by a 
narcow #(bmus. 

It is believed the whitefish will thrive and do 
well. There is no reason why the trout sbould 
not There was distributed in 1830-81, in vari- 
ous waters, 6.000 land-locked salmon, 258,000 
lake trout, and 112,000 brook trout. The Com- 
missioner bas eat faith that the land-locked 
saimon will prov@ Of great value in the large 
lakes in this Staten It is almost useless to at- 
tempt to pagate Woigratory fish, as most of 
the large ri¥ers are blogkaded with dams, which 
prevent the free p of usb. The law pro- 
viding for the coastructiag of fish- ways in dams 
by the Legisiature ot 187 8 been entirely ig- 
nored by mili-owners—in fact they have com- 
bined to secure the repeal law. So long 
as these obstucles remain ther@€ is no prospect of 
success in propagating migratoty sh. 

During the last year tne Commissioner has 
given much attention to the German carp. He 
considers it the coding food fish Iowa, which 
will supplant all others, and that ic, the not far 
distant future more attention will be given to 
its cultivation than is now wiven to the domestic 
fowl; for, suid he, it bears the same r@iation to 
other fish that the domestic fowl does\ to ober 
birds. There are three kinds of carp—jhe iea- 
ther or scaleless, the minor, and the scale. The 
first is deemed the best, and it is this variety 
which bas been selected for lowa. They are 
voracious eaters, hardy and prolitic, while they 
are considered equal to any Osh for food knowa 
except the trout. They feed on cooked potatoes, 
cabbage, lettuce, parsley, weeds, waste iy al 


garbage from the kitchen, malt. and nearly a)! 
kinds of cooked grain. They are in sea- 
son for eating from October to April. They 
spawn early in the spring. They will endure\ 


the heat in water which most other fish could 


not, while in extreme cold weather in winter 
they go to deep water and burrow into the mud, 
head down, until only their tails can be seen, 
packing themselves close together in groups of 
adozen. A carp pond shouid have muddy bot- 
tom, well supplied with plants, eight feet deep 
in the deepest portion, and shallow at the shore. 
If for breeding purposes, it should be arranged 
so it can be drained. No other fish should be 
permitted therein, as the carp is exceedingly 
timid, and a very small fish—even a minnow two 
inches long would worry a five-pound carp to 
death. The presence of aquatic plants in a 
carp pond is necessary, as the fish feed 
largely on the purasites which attach to 
the plants, and also attach their ergs 
to these plants. Being vegetarians and fceding 
on food not sought by carniverous fish, they will 
grow and thrive in ponds and streams where 
other fish abound, while their prolific breeding 
babits wil furnish immense additional food for 
bass and other carniverous fish. 

There are in lowa an immense number of 
shallow lakes and ponds where there is now no 
fish, but which would prove the naturai home of 
the carp. Every such lake or pond, of half an 
acre, Can produce one ton of carp a year, and if 
the fish are fedjystematically it can be increased 
to two ton, 80 rapid is their growth. Specimens 
in the Statacarp ponds three years old weigh 
tweive pounds. They have been incroased from 
half an ounee to two pounds in ten and one-baif 
months. They are also long livers. 

There is also another important ture of 
carp culture in the shallow stagiffint ponds 
which abound in the West. The waste which 
arises to the top of these ponds (alg@) and forms 
a green maluria-breeding scum is when sound 
and healthy one of the favorit foods of the carp, 
unon which it thrives and fattens, so that the 
source of disense ig transformed into good, 
healthy food. “The time is not far off,” said 
the Commissioner, “when these waste, barren 
ponds will become the most — fish pro- 
— waters in the State.“ The Commissioner 
has a limited supply of carp which will be sup- 
plied to private ponds in small numbers on con- 
dition that oue-third of the increase is placed in 
the public waters of the State. One-half dozen 
carp will be all that is necessary to make a be- 
ginning. The United States Government began 
with only eleven, and trom them has come all 
that have been distributed throughout the coun- 
try from the Atlantic to the Pac

A Practical Exposition of the Belief Now Ad- 
vanced that Electricity Is Cheaper 
than Gas.

Arrora, III., Feb. 13.~The latest triumph of 
the century is the achievement of success- 
ful and economic street lighting. ima- 
gine the generations of 5,000 years stumbling 
and groping about in darkuess nightly, or at 
best lighted by a burning brand or drippiag 
candle! Later a little ingenuity planted at a 
few prominent corners rough wooden posts 
mounted with greasy lamps and smoking chim- 
neys. These sufficed until in 170, after long 
study of the phenomenon of tongues of flames 
issuing from coal mines, Mr. William Murdock, 
of Bogiand, successfully invented an apparatus 
by means of which he lighted bis house with 
gas. Since that invention, gas has been the 
popular and universal light in America, Europe, 
parts of Asia, and even in Australia. But 
again the oid becomes insufficient and cumber- 
seme. For the huge and costly plant of a gas- 
factory a common sped would now be sufficient; 
great furnaces and reservoirs are superseded by 
a single engine and generator; the hundreds of 
tons of coal wasted would feed the engine a 
year; the complicated process of distillation 
finds no counterpart; buge pipes, lead-sealed 
and buried beneath the frost, are changed for a 
single No. 6 copper wire; hundreds of 
bulky iron posts are squatty and mean by the 
side ot seven skeleton towers composed of three 
slender rods shot 150 teet in air; and tn place of 
striking a match at each gas post, a child can 
pull the throttle- valve and turn the electric 
witch, and in the twinkling of an eye sixteen 
lamps blaze at the same instant with such in- 
tensity that a city and miles of adjoining coun- 
try are well and perfectly lighted. 

AURORA HAS THE HONOR 

of being the first city in the world to adopt the 
electric lighting by the tower system. Since the 
lights were first turned on upon the evening of 
the 9th of November, they have given most sat- 
isfactory resuits. A sufficient time for trial bas 
elapsed. Their success is no longer doubtful. 
Hundredspf delegates have visited Aurora to 
investigate the light question, and Mayor 
Phillips bas received letters of inquiry from 
British Columbia to Southern Texas. The fol- 
lowing may afford a quasi answer to the curivus 
inquiries of the many thousand readers of Tue 
TRIBUNE throughout the States. 

THE ELEMENTARY PRINCIPLES INVOLVED 
in he production of electric light are not difficult 
of comprehension with slight attention to the 
subject, althoug stupid errors are repeatedly be- 
traying gross ignorance. A Rockford man wrote 
to borrow an electric lamp, which he intended to 
operate by inserting it in a telephone circuit. 

That kind of electricity which possesses the 
highest electro-motive force practicable is re- 
quired, in order to overcome as great a resist- 
ance as possible, since the brilliancy is propor- 
tional to the resistance overcome. Galvanism 
possesses too slight electro-motive force. Mag- 
neto-electricity is best adapted. 

The electric light usedis the Brush electric 
light. The inventor, Charies F. Brush. graduated 
at the University of Michigan at 2), inveated the 
generator at N. and at present is but years of 
age. Brushes immediate predecessor was 
Gramme, of Paris; he in turn being largely in- 
debted to Wilde of Mancbester, Siemens, and 
Wheatstone. The production uf the electricity 
by the Brush dynamo-electric machine shall 
first engage our attention. Imagination supplies 
an intricate and complex stem of ma- 
chinery rivaling a prioting-press or cotton-gin. 
“Is that all? is the universal burst of surpriee 
by all who visit Mr. L. O. Hili’s factory, and be- 
hold, ina very small room, the generator which 
produces the powerful current.

parts of the generator are few and simple. 
They may be described under the two heads of 
the shaft with its attachments and the electro- 
magneto, of whieh only the former is difficult of 
comprehension. To the single shaft, running 
the entire iengtb of the generator and supported 
upon suitable bearings, is permanently attached 
the belt-wheel upon the right end, the circular 
armature in the centre, and the commutator at 
the leftend. The belt-wheel connects with the 
engine, and is of such a size as to secure

@ The circular armature is a whee! about three 
feet in diameter, divided radially jato eight 
equal and insulated parts. These parts are 
grooved and guarded to prevent ail induction 
from one segment to the other. Around each of 
the eigot parts is wound 900 feet of wire, weigh- 
ing twenty pounds, in coils or bobbias whose 
pianes are at right angles to the plane of the 
armature wheel. Only diametrically opposit 
bobbins are connected, and the remaining free 
end of each bobbin-wire is carried along the 
shaft tothe commutator. Commutator A 
name given to four small wheels of four inches 
in diameter, arranged in two irs at the ieft 
end of the shaft. Each wheel is faced with two 
bright copper plates, which cover less than the 
circumference of the wheel, but which are 
placed diametrically opposit.

A Very Stale dam An Attempt to 
Claim Title of a Geodly Part of Grand 
Crossing After a Lapse of Twenty- 
five Years. 

Judge Tuley yesterday decided the case of 
Cornell va. Wheeler and others, which has been 
on trial before him for several days past. This 
was a petition under the “ Burnt-Record act” 
to establish title to a large part of the Villages 
of Cornell and Grand Crossing. Nothing, 
however, has been done under this, 
the contest bemg over a _ cross-petition 
by William H. Warder to estabiish title 
to a three-eighths interest to the land, 
comprising in all about 1,000 acres. Warder 
claimed that as early as 1855 he became im- 
pressed with the prospective value of land near 
the crossing of the Illinois Central and Micbigan 
Southern roads, and after learning that land 
could be bought around there for about $30 an 
acre, he interested Paul Cornell and M. A. Far- 
well in the matter, and the land in question was 
bought. A quarter section of the land was sold 
to the Oak woods Cemetery Association for $40,- 
000 in 1864. Large portions of the land have also 
been sold to the Cornell Watch Company, 
the Wilson Sewing-Machine Company, and 
others, but Warder claims all such sales were 
subject to his rights under a writtea contract 
bet ween him and Cornell, dated Nov. 1, 1855, by 
which he was given a tbree-cighths interest. It 
appeared in evidence that about the time of the 
panic of 1857 the value of the land deciined 
greatly, and Warder bein behindhand 

payment of his re of the 

money, Cornell notified him 

if he did not y up 

bis interest would bave to beforfeited. Warder 
failed to come to time, and the land was sold 
from time to time as though Warder had no 
claim, 500 acres being conveyed to Farwell as 
bis share, he having advanced the money fur the 
original purchase, It was also claimed by Cor- 
nell that the eontract dee made with Warder in 

1855 was not a sale, but merely a conveyance to 

enable Warder to wake a sale of the land. 

The Judge held there was no mutuality about 
the contract; that time was an essence it, and 
Warder, having negiected so long to enforce bis 
claims, could pot heard now. evi-

A Grain Commission Firm’s Ups and 
Downs—A Sileut Partner Wants His 
Share of the Profits. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Superior Court 
by Miles Young against his partners, Jobn Stock- 
dale and Miuthorn M. Day, to compel a settle- 
ment of their partnership. He says that in Sep- 
tember, 1880, be and the defendants went into 
the commission business at Peru, each con- 
tributing $2,500 and agreeing to share profits and 
losses equaliy. They soon found it necessary 
to have a Chicago par.ner, and accordingly asso- 
ciated C. L. Hoagiand with them. The latter was 
to have one-third the profits, and was to devote 
his whole time to the business. Day and Young 
then began buying up corn and shipping it to 
Chicago, where it was sola ata large profit. In 
Febiuary, 1881, Hoagiand dropped out on ac- 
count of a disagreement, and the three others 
carried on the business. About April Day wrote 
complainant that be and Stockdale had turned 
over fpe Peru business to George B. Stockdale. 
This nster was made without Young’s know!l- 
edge, and, as he claims, be has never assented to 
it. Moreover, he thinks the assignment 
was merely colorabie to freeze him out., as corn 
bad advanced largely. In June, 1881, Day & 
Stockdale having E largely, were com- 
pelied to close up, but they compromised with 
their creditors, aud subsequently sold out their 
corn at a bacdsome profit. Complainant charges

Maury, whose maps of the ocean 
currents are still authority among navigators, 
staves, in bis great work on the “Geography of 
the Sea. that the surest way to reacn the open 
Potar Sea is to follow the warm currents which 
trend northward, and for this purpose both he 
and Capt. Bent recommend the use of the water 
thermometer. Why Arctic explorers have not 
beeded these suggestions is a mystery, unless 
they think the experiment would be too simpie 
aod inexpensive tor a ciass of voyagers who 
covet the commaud of an expediuon which bas 
behind it a large appropriation and a uations 
advertisement.

I further confess to Fou 
my surprise is somewhat mingled with disgust 
at the apprehensions expressed of the coming 
conflict between the American people, number- 
ing 50.000, 000, and a few thousand Mormons, who 
are ignurant, feeble, and degenerated as the re- 
sult of their rotten social system. It sometimes 
happens that confldence and positiveness are 
the offspring of ignorance, and it may be the 
case witb me in relation to polygamy, but to my 
mind there is not asimpler probiem on earth 
than that of “Howto deal with Mormonism?’

The Chicago & Cook County Passenger 
Railway. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CotumsBus, O., Feb, II.— The project for an 
elevated railway in Chicago in conection with 
suburban surface roads is now partially before 
the public,and though it would be improper to 
attempt to give deunit information concerning 
it before tbe company is fully organized, yet 1 
will give the outlines of the scheme. 

In the first place, the company means busi- 
ness, and has come to stay. In due time the 
plan of construction and operation will be pre- 
sented to the Common Council, and they will be 
asked that routes be designated and granted, and 
we shall fully present our ciaims for public 
favor, and especially to property-hoiders for 
right of way. And we feel assured that 
when understood our ciaims will be accorded. 
We shall snow that we are prepared 
and ready to expend large sums of money in the 
city on an improvement which will be a great 
public benefit and which will be injurious to no 
interest, public or private. Think, for instance, 
of reaching the Stock-Yards in less than halt 
the time than by any ocher conveyunce. If, 
however, We cannot gain sucù consent or grant 
this yeur, we shall wait till next year, and sv on. 

The intention is to go through the aileys 
(though any street wouid be benefited by it) 
withastructure which will be compact, easily 
accessibie, and so open as not to darken under 
it; and as safe as a surface road. Electricity or 
compressed air will certainly be used as a motor, 
hence there will be no smoke, fire, or asbes. The 
wheels will be waolly inciosed in wood, hence 
the rumbling will be obviated, and the railway 
will be neariy noiseless. 

While the space between the railway and 
ground will de the same as in New York, the 
floor of the curs will be eight feet neurer the 
ground than that of the New York cars: hence 
so much of a climb will be saved. In fact tho 
asvent will be less than to the second floor of an 
uverdge business-pouse. This will make access 
to the cars easier than to reach horse-cars in a 
crowded or muddy street. 

Now let us admit all that is claimed for the 
cable-road,and let us suppose our road to be 
directly over that road on State street. ‘The in- 
vestment would be about the same in *h. 
But the expenee of propulsion would be lesson 
on the surface there 
will be serious resistange from mud and 
snow, and from the constant use of 
brakes in avvuiding obstructions. Then on 
the elevated road there will de less 
strain on the cars, consequentiy they can be of 
less weight. But admitting that up to this point 
ndvantages are equal, then the speed is more 
than doubled. Therefore, with platforms at 
every alternate street crossing, so as tuspeciaily 
and particularly accommodate the short travel, 
1 hold that the cabie cars must be taken off for 
lack of patronage. And [| claim still more, that 
with the two rouds on Rate street so that their 
comparative advantages and disadvantages 
could be seen, propertyholders would prefer 
that the cabie or hurse-cars be taken awa 
rather than the elevated. The probability is 
that such will be the danger to life and limb 
frum coillisious and frigbtening borses, that the 
cubie-cars will drive ail travel except heavy 
trame teaming from State street. 

The fact is t the days of horse-car travel in 
great cities, or at least on great thorougbfares, 
are numbered. It may take some time and ef- 
fort to bring it about, but sooner or later it will 
be accomplished. One difficulty to be overcome 
is the adverse influence of the elevated roads in 
New York. These roads are cumberous and dit- 
ficult of success, and cars are What are 
called truck or eight-wheeled cars. With such 
a road and equipment short travel, which pays 
the best, cannot be accommodated. Now there 
is no other reason why the cars on an elevated 
road should have trucks, or horse-cars should 
be truck-cars. 

For myself, as one of the projectors of this 
enterprise, | may say that thuugh for the past 
twenty years 1 have been engaged in at- 
tendult to the outside business of a large 
maoutacturing firm, buymg, selling, and 
confracting, yet all my life previously | was en- 
gaged practically in ironwork ot nearly every 
descripuon. The time has been wheu | was the 
singie and oniy worker in iron machinery work 
in Chicago. That was when Chicago was a un- 
lage. It is true ere were horse- moers, one of 
whom wus Asahel Pierce, and one W- wooder, 
David Bradiey,of Fürst & Bradley, and one 
tioker at oid guns, Joseph Peacock. At that 
time our friend Cobb, ef the cable road, was 
— n up oid harness for the emigrants and 

oosiers, and he did it weil, too, for the town 
swarmed with Hoosiers. I never heard one of 
them complain of bad work from Mr. Cobb.
